But here the Portugueſe refolv'd unani- 
mouſly to return Home again, notwith- 
ſtanding all the Arguments the Generals 
pow Allies L offer 1. the 2 a 
which happen'd very unfortunately ; for 
had the —_ — direaly from 
thence to Madrid, in all probability we 
muſt have arriv'd there at the ſame time 
with the News of the Duke of Anujou's be- 
ing return d to France, the Dutcheſs muſt 
have been obliged to eſcape alone, and the 
Tribunals being ſtill there, *tis very like- 
ly the War would have been over. 

Some of the Portugueſe were willing to

As the next beſt Means to adviſe our 
Friends of our Arrival at Madrid, the firſt 
Gazette Day after we got thither, I caus'd 
it to be Publiſhed in the Gazette, that we 
were there, and expected, in a very few 
Days, to be joyn'd by the King and the 
Earl of Peterborow, hoping that the natu- 
ral Curioſity of the Spaniards wou'd give 
Printed News- Paper a free Paſlage. 
But notwithftanding all the Diligence 
that was us'd in this Matter on our Part, 
near ſix Weeks were elaps'd at Madrid and 
Guadalaxara before we receiv'd any Ad- 
nice that the King was upon his March 
to joyn us, and in the mean time the 
Duke of Anjous Army was ſo much en- 
creaſed by daily Reinforcements from ſe- 
reral Parts, that he was now become 
ſuperiour in number to us, even after we 
were joyn'd by thoſe Forces, which the 
king and my Lord P:terborow brought

His Lordſhip was pleaſed to ſay, he was 
forced to ſhift as well as he could, with 
what Money he had of his own, and could 
jick up and down the World, and was 
rewarded for his Pains and Services, 
mth having his Bills proteſted, which he 
drew from Genoa, for Moneys put on 
board Her Majeſty's Ships; fol which 
Her Captains were accountable to the 
Pay-Maſter, and put out of the Earls 
Power.
